Zone and Guantanamo prohibited 
areas, the. republics of Pan- 
ama and Cuba might raise the 
point as to the right of the United 
States to do so. As now worded 
these zones could be declared pro- 
hibited by common consent of the 
parties concerned. 

The Fietcher amendments do not 
include discriminatoin as between 
National and foreign privately 
Owned planes as regards the right 
to fly over the prohibited zones, 
which hed been expected by the 
Latin-American delegates. Thus 
far the proposals have been re- 
ceived favorably, although the del- 
egates are reserving judgment for 
closer study. After a brief discus- 
sion, the problem was put over for 
further consideration. 

The draft treaty includes a com- 
plete code covering international] 
commercial aviation, defining fly- 
ing rights and the formalities to 
be followed. 

Article one establishes the sov- 
ereignty of every country over the 
air above it, after deciaring that 
planes belonging to commercial 
companies in the contracting gov- 
ernments will have the right of 
free passage over each other's ter- 
ritory.

TALCOTT WILLIAMS 


First Head of the Pulitzer 


School at Columbia Unr- 


| versity Retired. Several

| NEW YORK, Jan. 24.—Talcott 
Williams, former head of 
Pulitzer School of Journalism at 
Columbia University, died tod@y. 
‘He was 79 years old. 

| Dr. Williams had been ill for 
some time, and ten days ago Was 
‘injured in a fall. As a tesult of 
‘his reduced vitality he contracted 
‘bronchial pneumonia, which Was 
‘the immediate cause of death, 

| He came to New York to as- 
sume the directorship of the school 
| of journalism when it was founded 
in 1912, after 31 years of service 
on the Philadelphia Press. He suc- 
brought the school 
‘through its first seven years of 
| existence, leaving it one of the 
‘foremost schools of journalism in 
‘the country. He became director 
lemeritus in 1919. 

Dr, Williams was born at Abeih, 
Turkey, the son of an American 
missionary. He was graduated 
from Ambherst College, and later 
received honorary degrees from a 
number of colleges and universities. 

He began his newspaper work 
on the staff of the New York 
World in 187@ After four years 
he became Washington correspond- 
ent for the New York Sun and San 
Francisco Chronicle. Before going 
on the staff of the Philadelphia 
Press in 1881, he served two years 
as an editorial writer for the 
'Springfield (Mass.) Republican. 
He is survived by his widow, the

MONEY FOR FIRE ESCAPES 
AT BOONVILLE WAS DIVERTED 


‘Legislative Appropriation for That 
Purpose 


Special to the Post-Di "ta 
JEFFERSON CITY, Jan, 24.— 
Lack of fire escapes on the hos- 
pital building, at the Missouri Re- 
formatory at Boonville, which was 
destroyed by fire last Friday with 
the loss of one life, was due to the 
diversion to other purposes of 
funds appropriated by. the 1927 
Legislature for the installation of 
fire escapes on the reformatory 
buildings, it was learned today. 
Joseph St. James, 16-year-old 
Negro of Clayton, a patient in the 
hospital, was burned to death. 
There were no fire escapes. Six 
other patients escaped by stairways 
or by jumping from windows. 
The Legislature set aside $6000 
for repair of the reformatory 
buildings and the installation of 
fire escapes without itemizing the 
distribution of the money. Gov. 
Baker released $4000 of the ap- 
propriation and held up $2000 un- 
til funds should become available 
in the State Treasury. In such 
eircumstances it has been cus- 
tomary tO carry on all of the pro- 
posed work in the proportion of 
the amount released, to the full ap- 
propriation.. The holding up of 
the $2000 by the Governor does not 
explain. the failure..to install the 
fire escapes, as a record of expen- 
ditures against the appropriation, 
compiled today by the penal board, 
shows that $5754.50 was expended. 
This virtually exhausts the full ap- 
propriation. The expendtnure of 
the $5754.50 was made under the 
former penal board, headed by Dr. 
Cortez. F. Enloe, who was. suc- 


ceeded by A. H. Harrison last

Edward Stagoski, Eye Wit- 
ness, Takes Stand at Trial 
of Ralph Calico for 
Italian Gang Murder. 


Testimony in the trial of Ralph 
Calico, one of nine men under in- 
dictment for the murder of Al- 


phonse Palazzolo, Italian. feudist 
and gangster, began late today be- 
fore Circuit Judge Killoren. The 
courtroom was jammed and un- 
usual police precautions were 
taken to prevent disorder. 

Outlining the State’s case against 
Calico, Assistant ‘Circuit Attorney 
Maroney said two eyewitnesses to 
the Palazzolo murder would be 
produced who saw Calico shoot 
Palazzolo near.Tenth and Wash 
streets last Sept. 9. He did not 
hame the witnesses but one is 
Alexander Weber .a Negro shoe 
shiner. 

Directly Accuses Calico. 

Calico, Prosecutor Maroney de- 
clared, was one of*four_men who 
shot Palazzolo to death in front of 
a sugar warehouse owned by Dom- 
inic Cataldo and Tony Ditrapani. 
These Italians who were under in- 
dictment for complicity in the 
murder... were assassinated last 
Thursday night at the home of 
Charles Spicuzza, well-to-do mer- 
chant. Maroney mentioned them 
by name as having taken part in 
the Palazzolo killing and named 
Pasquale Santino, who was mur- 
dered last Nov. 17, as a witness to | 
the shooting. 

Demand Death Penalty. 

Prosecutor Maroney told the 
jury over the objections of defense 
counsel that Ditrapani, Cataldo and 
Santino had all been killed and thus 
their testimony was ‘lost to the 
State’s case. He added that the 
Stat would expect the death pen- 
aly for Calico. 

The first witness offered by the 
prosecution was Dr. T. L. Carriere, 
Coroner’s autopsy physician. He 
testified briefly as. to the 12 bullet 
wounds in Palazzolo’s body. 

Story of Eyewitness. , 
One of the eyewitnesses was Ed- 


nue, a salesman ni the store kept 
by his father at 1003 Franklin ave- 
nue.

EXPLOSION IN DOWNTOWN 
ELECTRIC SERVICE BOX 


The metal lid of a service box— 
commonly called a. manhole—lo- 
cated on the east side of Eleventh 
street and near the alley running 
between the Laclede Gas Light ‘Co, 
and City Club buildings, was blown 
several feet into the air at noon 
today, following an explosion re- 
sulting from a short circuit in a 
£00-volt electric cable of the gas 
company. 

The service box contains low- 
tension wires of the Laclede and 
Union Electric companies, and it 
is believed that water from the 
wet streets seeped into the cham- 
ber, came in contact with the cop- 
per cable, and the ‘resulting short 
and spark ignited the sewer gas 
in the chamber. The insulation of 
the wires was ignited and a smol- 
dering fire resulted. The elevators 
in the Laclede Building were put 
out of order. 

There were no gas mains in this 
chamber. The distinction between 
a manhole and a gervice box is 
that the former carries high-ten- 
sion wires, the latter low-~-tension 
wires, and the compartment is usu- 
ally not so large.

Dwight Morrow Agrees With Mexico 


CARLETON BEALS in The Nation. 


MEXICO CITY, Jan. 13. 
HE amendment to the petroleum law 


submitted by President Calles te the 


Mexican Chamber of Deputies toward the 
end of December and on Jan. 11 pub- 
lished in the Diario ‘Oficial as the law of 
the land, represents the crowning fatlure 
of seventeen years of, for the most part, 
shameful and inept and unsuccessful Amer- 
ican diplomacy in Mexico. With all due 
respect for Ambassador Dwight Whitney 
Morrow, this move by the Mexican Gov- 
ernment constitutes one of the most astute 
maneuvers in international negotiation 
which ft has been my lot to observe at 
close hand. At no time since the 1917 
Queretaro Constitution went into effect 
would Mexico have refused to enact for us 
the law fust passed. After more than a 
decade of harassment, strained relations, 
border antagonisms, hostile notes, and, on 
at least two occasions, imminence of war, 
we have obtained what we could have ob- 
tained at any moment had we been will- 
ing to accept it; we have probably obtained 
much less than we might have earlier in 
the game by an earlier pat on the shoulder. 
Such is our victory. For the oil people, 
a brick in a bouquet. 


N other words Mr. Morrow's victory is 


over the imagination of the American 
electorate; his victory is over the dying 
political elements revolving around Teapot 
Dome, and over the traditional short-sight- 
ed, heavy-footed, hairy-breasted cudgel 
diplomacy of the past. The real test of 
Mr. Morrow’s success in Mexico will be its 
sustained sircerity. The new petroleum law 
is initial proof of Mr. Morrow’s capacity 
to secure better relations: it is equally a 
symbol of the failure of our previous diplo- 
macy of harassment. 

The test will be continuity after Mr. Mor- 
row leaves his post. The American public 
is dreadfully short of memory. We are 
now observing the four-year fecurrent 
tragi-comedy of our relations with Mexico. 
Every Washington Administration eins. 
like the March wind that witnesses its in- 
auguration, to demand blusteringiy of Mex- 
ico @ egatisfactory and immediate acquies- 
cence to every pending American demand. 
It usually ends, just before election time, 
by hastily patching up relations and sell- 
ing to the American public the belief that 
the Mexican question has been settled for 
all time. Wilson did this. Harding did it. 
Long ago, Hayes did it. Coolidge is do- 
ing it: and Morrow is helping him. 


ND eo the Mexican Government now 


enters the role of mediator, and from 
this it may shift on to a somewhat modi- 


cession law, as did other allied companies. 
And lately it was the De la Huerta-Lamont 
financial] agreement, as much as anything 
else, which finally broke the 1921-1922 in~- 
tervention drive by the Mexican Associa- 
tion of Producers of Petroleum.

It is hardtack on a_ silver 
platter. The move is clever, astutely diplo- 
matic. Calles hag chosen a moment when 
the hands of the oil people and the State 
Department are tied. The State Depart- 
ment cannot, at this moment jeopardize its 
campaign for amity with Latin America: 
it cannot upset the proceedings of the Pan- 
American Congress any more than they will 
be upset by Sandino; and the people out 
Nebraska way will be suspicious of any new 
move by the oil people to precipitate a new 
controversy.
